20. ('Previously Presented) Adhesive tape according to claim 19 wherein the radiation curable 
polymer Materials are selected from a group comprising epoxy containing polymer materials and/or 
polymer materials with unreached vinyl groups and/or nnreaeted (meth)acrylate groups.

23. (Previously Presented) Adhesive tape according to claim 17 wherein the recesses have a 
cross-sectional shape selected from polygonal or curved. 

24. (Previously Presented) Adhesive tape according to claim 1 7 wherein the number of 
recesses is from 1 - 10.000/cnr. 

25. (Previously Presented) Adhesive tape according to claim 17 wherein the recesses ..farm M

26. (Previously Presented) Adhesive tape according to claim 17 wherein the ratio of the sum of 
the average extension of the projections and the average depth of the recesses to the average of the 
radiation curable adhesive layer is at least 0.2, 

27- (Previously Presented) Adhesive tape according to claim 17 wherein the radiation-curable 
adhesive layer is reinforced by a layer of a non-woven material. 

28. (Previously Presented) Adhesive tape according to claim 27 wherein die ratio of the 
thickness of the reinforcing layer of the non-woven material to the thickness of the radiation- 
curable adhesive layer is from 0.1 to 0.9.
